In Modern Plant 



The niembors of Commerce '32 pick- 
ed iheir way through tho maze of 
numerous clothes stands yesterday 
afternoon on the occasion of their 
second industrial visit of the year paid 
to tho plant of Dechaux Freres, clean- 
ers :.nd dyers, located at 3142 Beaudry 
St. The trip was made under the 
supervision of Dr. P. Vlllard. 

The routing of the various articles 
to be cleaned and dyed was one which 
greatly -consumed space and labor The 
incoming goods are unloaded from the 
26 delivery wagons and are conveyed 
in trucks up the elevator to' the lop 
floor. Here every precaution is taken 
for the proper marking of the clothes 
so that mistakes arc minimized. Then 
the articles are sent' to the respective 
departments dealing with dying, clean- 
ing or pressing. It is so arranged that 
the finished articleii . department ' is 
conveniently sitiiatcd to the shipping 
department. 

Ckanina Procesttt 
Huge revolving vats tilled with 
gasoline are used in the cleaning pro- 
cess. Tho Use of a gauge removes all 
guess-work' as to the time when, the 
clothes arc thoroughly cleaned. Next, 
the clothes are placed In a swiftly re- 
volving container which takes out a 
great deal of the gasoline odor. Tlien 
tho drying machines finish tiie p-occts 
and the articles of clothing are ready 
for the prcssers. Only, clothes ot the 
same material and same colour are 
cleaned at the ."anic time. 

GasoliiH. Is by Itself not sufficient 
to remove all stains and a eeiiarutc 
department is employed in tlie re- 
moving of islaihs by means of chemi- 
cals. ISxi/ert Btain removers of long

"The Modlcl family have left a deep 
mark on contemporary history for 
over nnii .vein?, commencing with the 
year 1400 ' Ktutcd Mr. Henry L. Put- 
nam In addressing the members of the 
St. James Literary Society at a meet- 
ing held last evening .it. the Engin- 
eering Institute,' Mansfield Street. 
The subject of Mr. . Putnam's lecture 
was "Tlic .Medici, a. Medieval Tyr- 
anny' and in discussing this family 
mentioned tlial it gave four Popes to 
(Catholicism and two Queens of 
Prance, — the morq important being 
Catherine who married Jlonry the 
second. In addition, the Medici en- 
couraged tho arls and sculpture of 
the day. 

Members of Family 

Tho Medlcls sprang into existence 
with fîlovannl, a. Florentine banker, 
who enjoyed great community res- 
pect and whoso .-Jon, Casino, financed 
Europe's thrones of his period. So 
great was Casino hold In public es- 
teem that .Ills tombstone carried tho 
words, "Father ot his Countrj'," An- 
other son was Lorertzo who was 
widely recognized as the greatest man 
in Europe of his time. He was the 
first to marry Into nobility thus up- 
setting a family 'tradition.' An unsuc- 
cessful conspiracy to assassinate 
Lorenzo merely served to augment 
his prestige. Ho was the father of the 
illustratlous Pope Leo the Tenth. 

Another member of the Medtcl fam- 
ily was Pope Clement who arranged 
the marriage between Francis the 
Second of France and Catherine dc 
Medici, ■wlio gave to Franco three 
Kings, — Francis the Third, Charles 
tho Ninth, and Henry the Fourth 
Casino the Second built a -famous 
over-head passageway in Rome for 
his private use. — an architectural 
achievement which was the wonder 
of tho age.

MANY AT LECTURE 



Heredity And Environment 
Arc Important in Forming 
Child'H Character 



"It is a popular misconception to 
assume that particularly bright child- 
ren arc frealts, for they also excel In 
many other ways," said Dr. Tnlt, head 
ot tho p.sychology department, in a 
lectiiro on Child Psychology yester- 
day afternoon at Iho AVeslmount 
Y,JI.C.A. 

At ' Jhe cotnmcnccnicnt ot .his lec- 
ture Dr. Tait gavo a brief outlino of 
tho first lecture of this series, which 
w.Tji Klven last week. Modem psy- 
chology is objective. Thoro lu no way 
In which wo look Into a man's mind 
directly, so wo must use indirect 
means. Docks on Psychology do not 
represent any one man's opinion, hut 
a collection of facts which other peo- 
ple have discovered. 

V Aim* of Child. Payehelegy 

Tho alms ot child psychology are 
(1) To' throw :^omo light upon man. 
From .a child's actions wo may gain 
an Insight Into his later actions as a 
m.an. "Tho child is father ot ''-o 
man." (2) To understand tho child. 
It is oC great Importance that we 
thoroughly understand our children. 
(3) Prodlcllon ot child behaviour. 
AVc cnnn"* vr-<" •'. adult's lichavlour, 
nor, to 'any extent, that ot children, 
but we can at least predict the be- 
haviour of young children. 

The early studies of child psycho- 
logy were philosophical, base 1 on the 
theory of life, not , on observation. 
Plato advised tak'ng the child away 
from Its parents altogether and hav- 
ing It brought up by tho state. Rous- 
FC'iu advised ''i-i'ialng tho child iiii 
according Uj nature. "A child's raind 
Is a bl.ank. on which the world writes 
Its experience," says Locke. The 
environmentalists beltove in this con- 
trol of the chllds' mind by Its sur- 
I'ounUlngB, but the majority ot psy- 
chologists disagree with It. 

Questionnaire Method 

Tho next type of child psychology 
was biogro^phical. Tho first work of 
this kind was Dr. Prcycr's "The 
Mind ot the Child." Miss .Shlnn's 
"Tho Blogr.T,pliy of a Baby" is an- 
other good hook ot this type. Thif 
tliird method Is by means ot the 
(|iie.slionnaire. ,1. Stanley Hall found- 
ed tills niolhod of gcltlni.' at a child's 
Ideas, by means of n.sUin:; It simple 
riuestlon.". I'laget Improved on this 
inefhod, and aiTunged his questions 
In a logical system. The difficulty ot 
Ihls method, however, lies In tho fact 
dial all ililldren do not uniler.staiul 
tlic same ((uestlon In tlic samo way.

This tho lecturer stated In stress- 
ing the fact that in splto ot tho great 
advances made on ' this continent in 
post-gr.iduate medical work, and still 
greater ones are being developed, 
there is still a vast field to cover and 
va-st opportunity for development. 
Culture is Sacrificed 

"A striking feature ot our modern 
Kystem," Dr. Martin s.ald, "Lies in tho 
fact that nU'dioal education ha.i. un- 
fortunately become far too much a 
thing apart. Upon tho average col- 
lege boy tvho contemplates the study 
of medicine is Imposed a modicum ot 
scientific subject.") which, in the short 
timo at his dLxposal, he can learn only 
superficially, and that, too often at 
the sacrifice ot cultural training. 

Despite the recent polemic ot a dis- 
tinguished surgeon denouncing as 
unnecessary a broad general educa- 
tion, one can only deplore Its wide- 
spread absence.'

Cauadiaii Literature 

THROUGHOUT the years the idea has 
been fostered that there is no real 
-Canadian literature. No outstanding writer 
has arisen amonp the Canadian people to 
cast his .shadow across the literary world. 
True there have been some notable writers 
who have c.nrncd .sonio modicum of prai.sc 
jmd attained .some height of fame but there 
is no one man to which the people may 
point, ^^aying ihat his writings express 
Canada to the world and will endure 
through the ages. There have, of course, 
been writers whose works express Canada 
in many of her moods but unfortunately 
ilieir work is not of an enduring quality. 
It may live for several generations but 
sooner or later it loses its appeal and once 
again some new poet or author whose 
witings may be said to compose the nuc- 
leus of Canadian literature must be sought. 

It is not that people, and Canadian 
people especially, do not wish to write. If 
anything more people are willing to try 
Iheir hand a*t the writing game than ever 
before. Day after day more and more books 
and magazines are poured forth from the 
printing presses; and yet in all the mass 
of words it is hard to find anything that 
is distinctively representative of Canada. 

The fault lies mostly in the fact that 
Canadian people were never made aware of 
the fact that Canadian literature is de- 
veloping and slowly emerging from its 
imperfect state to one which is at least 
not as imperfect. They have expected 
Canadian literature to leap forth full grown 
forgetting that all literature in all ages, 
has always developed until something 
worthy to endure was jiroduced. It is in 
this expectancy of a full-grown literature 
that people have failed to support 
Canadian writings. After reading imper- 
fect works most jjoople are inclined to 
omit Canadian literature from their read- 
ing lists and accordingly it languishes 
through lack of .support. 

"■J'here are, however, some signs of life. 
Several publishing firms are printing all- 
Canadian books — written, (.edited and pub- 
lished in Canada by Canadians. For light 
reading most of these books are the equal 
of many of Ihu books published in the 
United States and England and widely 
read in Canada. We would therefore sug- 
gest that those people who think there are 
no Canadian books read some of the works 
0Î Canadian writers and compare them 
Vith the current literature of other 
nations. Then, and then only, may they 
criticise.

A\ c urf;c 
the .«tij'lcnts to cultivate bclti i men- 
ial and emotional poi.se. sucii advice 
in the past having resulted in great 
iinproviinciil of piiyslcal defccls." 

"Anutlier problem," staled Dr. 
lîrown is the student who adopts the 
Croak Hollywood diets on her own Ini- 
tiative. Tills student Is usually one 
who does not need to diet at all, while 
her plumper neighbor cujiiiol bo pcr- 
.suadcd to Jake off the pound.s that will, 
actually hinder her career. The fat 
girls maintain,, often, tliat thoy arc 
(lultc comfortttble, and that their 
parents prefer seeing them stout, 

"Fiat feet arc becoining more pre- 
valent among women «tudenis be- 
cause of the pernicious habit of weir- 
ing high hcclod shoes to sciiool. Wc 
do not disapprove of high heels In 
the evening, of i:ourBe, but It in ex- 
tremely harmful for the Ktudcnt to 
hobble around all iJ.iy "» small stills, 
as she finds out wlicii weak ankles 
and arches and other foot troubles 
act in.
